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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Job 
(US 5162277 A). 

Job discloses a solid catalyst component for polymerization of olefins comprising a 
magnesium compound (col. 3, 1. 18-57; col. 4, 1. 4-30), titanium tetrachloride (col. 4, 1. 65), 
phthalic acid diester (col. 5, 1. 18 - col. 6, 1. 10) and hydroxyl group containing hydrocarbon 
(col. 3, 1. 58 - col. 4, 1. 3) as well as organoaluminum cocatalyst (col. 6, 1. 12-28) and 
organosilane selectivity control agent (col. 6, 1. 29-61). (elms 1-12 - col. 11, 1. 10 - col. 12, 1. 
3D 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murata, et al. 
(US 4950630 A). 

Murata, et al. disclose a solid catalyst component for polymerization of olefins 
comprising a magnesium compound (col. 2, 1. 55 -col. 3, 1. 7), titanium tetrachloride (col. 6, 1. 
18), phthalic acid diester (col. 4, 1. 40 - col. 6, 1. 12) and hydroxyl group containing 
hydrocarbon (col. 3, 1. 8-27; col. 4, 1. 8-37) as well as organoaluminum cocatalyst (col. 9, 1. 6- 
62) and organosilane selectivity control agent (col. 3, 1. 30-48; col. 10, 1. 10-35) as well as 
mercaptan electron donor compound (col. 5, 1. 40 - col. 6, 1. 12; col. 10, 1. 7-9, 53-54). 
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Claims 1, 3-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wagner, et al. (US 5567665 A). 

Wagner, et al. discloses a solid catalyst component for polymerization of olefins 
comprising a magnesium compound (col. 3, 1. 16 - col. 7, 1. 33), titanium tetrachloride (col. 9, 1. 
26-35), phthalic acid diester (col., 8, 1. 31 - col. 9, 1. 25) and hydroxyl group containing 
hydrocarbon (col. 7, 1. 62 - col. 8, 1. 30) as well as organoaluminum cocatalyst (col. 10, 1. 53 - 
col. 11, 1. 25) and organosilane selectivity control agent (col. 11, 1. 39 - col. 12, 1. 18). 

Claims 1, 3-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Zum 
Mallen (US 5962361 A). 

Zum Mallen discloses a solid catalyst component for polymerization of olefins comprising 
a magnesium compound (col. 5, 1. 36), titanium tetrachloride (col. 5, 1. 7; col. 9, 1. 1-10), 
phthalic acid diester (col. 12, 1. 66 - col. 13, 1. 16) and hydroxyl group containing hydrocarbon 
(col. 5, 1. 46-63; col. 7, 1. 23-42; col. 8, 1. 35-56) as well as organoaluminum cocatalyst (col. 14, 
I. 22-43) and organosilane selectivity control agent (col. 14, 1. 45-67). (col. 4, 1. 33-50) 

Claims 1, 3-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Hosaka (US 6156690 A). 

Hosaka discloses a solid catalyst component for polymerization of olefins comprising a 
magnesium compound (col. 3, 1. 4-56; col. 7, 1. 31 - col. 9, 1. 57), titanium tetrachloride (col. 4, 
I. 37-55), phthalic acid diester (col. 5, 1. 9-16) and hydroxyl group containing hydrocarbon (col. 
4, 1. 65; ) as well as organoaluminum cocatalyst (col. 5, 1. 61-65; col. 11, 1. 25-38) and 
organosilane selectivity control agent (col. 5, 1. 23-50; col. 11, 1. 39 - col. 12, 1. 40).
